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Incentives for Arab 
investment studied

TAJF, March 31 — After an initial broad 
assessment of the investment climate in the 
Arab world, the three-day convention 
developed into a forum for exchange of ideas 
between government officials and business- 
men here Tuesday. While officials detailed 
investment incentives, and infrastructure 
facilities in their respective countries, 
businessmen pointed but specific problems 
they have fac^ in the past and asked what 
could be done to overcome them. 

The morning sesaons were devoted to 
speakers from Jordan, North Yemen, Tunisia 
and Sudan who gave accounis of what their 
governments have done to welcome invest- 
ment. They described tite conditions of polit- 
ical stability, economic health, natural and 
manpower resources and . infrastructure 
facilities. 

Presiding over the deb*beTatiohs, Sheikh 
Ismail Abu Dawud. leader of the Kingdom's 
delegation, gave opportunity for members of 
'the audience to ask q>edfic questions. 


Convention organizers have impressed 
upon the delegates that in future three types 
of industries must be given high priority: con- 
sumer industries, intermediate industries 
feeding other industries like cement and fer- 
tilizers. and. capital intensive industries that 
generate technological goods to create an 
infrastructure on a regional basis. 

While the North Yemen Minister for 
Industry Muhammad Huzan Shabuti argued 
cogently fox-investors to place their chips in 
Yemen, Sudanese Minister Muhammad 
Basheer Al-iWagea outlined the reasons why 
the FAO considers Sudan one of three most 
promising countries with agricultural 
resources that can be used to overcome 
famihe-mduced shortages in other countries. 

But most delegates were of the view that 
Jordan o&ered the most attractive conditions 
for investment. Leader of the Jordanian 
delegation, Dr. Muhammad Said Nabutei 
gave and account of the generous incentives 
which indude tax holiday for 6 to 9 years, 
technitid manpower and excellent transpor- 
tation arid communication facilities.

U.S. faces China’s ire 


PEKING, March 31 (A?) — CoimnunisT 
China's of^cial Xinhua News Agency indi- 
cated Wednesday that the government 
might withdraw its ambassador from 
Washington if U.S. anns sales to Republic 
of China — Taiwan — are not stopped. 

It was the clearest public indication so far 
of specific steps the Communist govern- 
ment might take to protest the arms sales. 
The Communists considered Taiwan a pro- 
vince of their country and regard the s^es as 
interference hi Pel^^s sovereignty over 
the island, seat of the rival nationalist Chin- 
ese govemmenL Official statements have 
talked about possible retrogression or 
deterioration in U.S.-Communist China 
relations witho'ut discussing specific actions. 

Xinhua gave the indication in quoting 
from an editorial in the Australian news- 
paper the Sydney Morning Hendd. It said 
“the editorial drew attention to the fact that 
Pelting means what it says about withdraw- 
ing its ambassador from Washington if the 
arms sale (to Taiwan) goes through." It did 
not mention any request for withdrawal of 
the U.S*. ambassador in Peking, Arthur 
Hummel Jr. A formal downgrading of rela- 
tions presumably would require this, 
although Communist China's ambassador 
could be recalled as a protest without a for- 
mal downgrading. 

Communist C^a and the United States 
are negotiating the Tsuwan issue, with the 
pelting demanding a time limit for a halt to 


arms sales ro the island of 1 S million people. 
An official magaane quoted Communist 
Party Vice Chamnan Deng Xiaoping last 
week as saying the Communist state had no 
room to maneuver on the arms issue and if 
relations deteriorate, “so be it. That's not so 
terrible. The Chinese nation will still exist, I 
think.” 

The Taiwan issue was left unsettled when 
Washington broke official ties with Taipei 
on Jan. 1, 1979. to establish full diplomatic 
relations with Peking. The United States 
reco^ized the nationalists as China's 
legjtiniate government for more than 30 
years following the Communists' civil war 
victory in 1 949. 

A key element in Communist China-U.S. 
relations has been a shared wariness of the 
Soviet Union. But in recent months, the 
Communists have charged that U.S. foreign 
policy bungling has damaged efforts for the 
broadest possible international united front 
to check what it calls Soviet expansion and 
aggression. Peking also has complained that 
the U.S. government has been slow in 
approving sales of advanced technology to 
help Communist China's modernization 
drive. 


A defense ministry spokesman in Peking 
confirmed Wednesday that a U.S. Lock- 
heed C-130 milita^ transport made a 
demonstration flight here last fall for the 
Communist army.

TEL AVIV, March 31 (Agencies) — A 
leader of the Israeli-created village league 
and the council president of the West Bank 
town of Tarqumiya was injured Wednesday 
when hiscarexplt^ed, Israeli radio said here. 

Kamal Fatahta was being trrated at a hos- 
pital, and an investigation was under way, the 
army confirmed. Mustapha Dudin, the leader 
of the village league, blamed the attack on 
Jordan which, along with several Palestinian 
groups, has denounced the village league for 
coUaborating with Israeli occupation forces.

Meanwhile, Arab shops' and pubUc offices 
in (he occupied territories of tlie West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip, as the worst uprising in 1 5 
years of Israeli occupation slowed. Rashad A1 
Shawa. the mayor of Gaza, said tension con- 
tinued. He said trade in the West Bank had 
remained paralyzed. 

Incidents of violence were reported and 
one person was wounded by gunfire in a 
Palestinian refugee camp north of Jerusalem. 

The atmosphere was particularly tense in 
El Bireh, Nablus and ^mallah, the three 
towns whose mayors were ousted last week, 
sciy ng off widespread general strikesand vio- 
lence. Municipal employees were refusing to 
cooperate with the Israeli civilian adminis- 
trators named to replace the three mayors. 
Some employees said they had been forcibly 
sent to their desks and added that they had 
refused to work. In all three ton'ns, Israeli 
armored vehicles patrolled the towns along 
with Israeli soldiers. 

Municipal employees is El Bireh accused 
the Israeli replacement, there, Yosef Bar- 
Kochba, of having held them in their offices 
from 10 pjs. Tuesday night to S a.m. Wed- 
nesday, and of insulting and slapping them. 
The army did nor comment on these charges, 
made to foreign journ^ts.

Arab ministers 
confim support 


TUNIS, March 31 (AP) — Arab fore- 
ign ministers, ending a special meeting 
early Wednesday on the crisis in the West 
Bank, called on governments to provide 
moral, political and economic help to 
strengtl^ resistance in aU territories 
occupied by Israel, including Syria's 
Golan Heights. 

Ihe resolution, which was adopted also 
condemend the United States for aiding 
the Zionist state and called for pressure to 
be put on other nations that support "the 
Zioni^ entity." 

Arab countries were asked -to step up 
cooperation with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, including allowing the 
commandos "facilities to intensify the 
armed struggle in occupied territories." 
Jordan and Lebanon expressed reserva- 
tions on this point. 

The ministers reaffirmed their opposi- 
tion to the U.S.-5pbnsored Camp David 
peace process involving Egypt and Israel 
and expressed the hope that Egypt would 
rejoin the Arab camp. The resolution said 
Arab states would pursue efforts to get the 
'United Nations to exmine the situation in 
Israeli-occupied arei^ including sum- 
moning a special session of the General 
Assembly to obtain sanctions against

KUWAIT, March 31 (AP) —The Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization (PLO) was 
reported Wednesday to be dispatching its 
number two man to the two Yemens. in an 
effort to avert a Red Sea war. as King Hussein 
of Jordan warned that “Soviet alliances” were 
threatening a superpower confrontation in 
the area. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper A/ -Anfeai said 
PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat has 
instructed his right-hand deputy Salah 
Khalaf, now in Kuwait, “to proceed immedi- 
ately" to North and Itouth Yemen to ui^;e 
them to “refrain from acts tiiat could push 
matters to the brink of war." 

'-The South is supporting the insurgent 
National Democratic Front in Nonh Yemen, 
which Kuwaiti press reports say has been 
involved in fighting with government forces 


in recent weeks. The two Yemens, which con- 
trol Gulf oil lanes to Europe through the Bab 
Al-Mandab Straits and the Suez Canal, 
fought a border war in 1979. They 
announced last year that they have agreed to 
an eventual merger. 


BAGHDAD, March 31 (Agencicsj — 
Iraqi officials said here Wednesday that the 
withdrawal of Fourth Brigade of the army 
from the central sector of the Iran-lraq war- 
front was tactical and in no way affected Ira- 
q's firm determination to fight on in the 
18-mouth-old war. 

They said the 4th Corps had been pulled 
back in order to give it some rest after it had 
destroyed enemy forces. 

The Iraqi News Agency said Wednesday 
that during the latest battles in the Iranian nil 
producing province of Khuzistan. Iraqi 
troops had destroyed 246 Iranian tanks and 
captured 58 others in good enough condition 
to use. The agency, quoting a military 
spokesman, said the Iraqis had also destroyed 
142 armoured personnel carriers. 36 artillery 
pieces, and nine rocket bases. 

The officials also said Jordan has restated 
its support for Iraq after a week-long Iranian 
offensive in the Gulf war. 

King Hussein of Jordan, who arrived in 
Baghdad Tuesday told Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein Jordan would spare no effort in 
support of Iraq in its battle with Iran, they 
added. The officials said President Saddam 
briefed the king on developments at the bat- 
tlefront. 

The wnthdrawaJ was revealed in a lengthy 
message from the Iraqi president to his 4th 
Army Corps which had been entrenched 
deep inside the Iranian oil province of 
Khuzesian near the towns of Dezful and 
Shush. “We in the general command have 


decided to rearrange >uur defensive positions 
to the rear after your strong blows absorbed 
the advance of the enemy," he said. 

President Saddam did not say how far the 
4th Corps had pulled back saying only: “We 
have chosen and will choose the ground on 
which wre stand, whether in their territory or 
on the borders." 

Reacting to the Iraqi move, Iranian Presi- 
dent Hojatoleslam Ali Khamenei said Wed- 
nesday his country's forces would not move 
into Iraq after their offensive in the Gulf war, 
Tehran radio reported. 

The radio, monitored by the British 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) in London, 
quoted the president as saying the Muslims of 
Iraq were Iran's brothers — “our support for 
them does not mean that we will take our 
forces in.side Iraqi territory." The broadcast 
said Hojatoleslam Khamenei emphasized 
that Iran had no designs on Iraqi territory. 
“Wc announce that we have no intention of 
usurping Arab lands." he said. 


King reassured 


RIYADH. March 31 (SPA) — King 
Khaled telephoned President Saddam 
Hussein Wednesday night and talked with 
him about the situation along the Iraqi 
Iranian borders. President Saddam reas- 
sured the King that Iraq controlled the 
situation completely and has taken steps 
to consolidate the position of the gallant 
V^raqi forces. y 


Meanwhile . King Hussein warned that the 
danger of a superpower confrontation in the 
Middle East was increasing as a resuh of the 
Soviet presence in Afghanistan “and the pos- 
sibility of its getting to Iran."

New anti-cancer drug developed 


EAST LANSING, Michigan, March 31 
(AP) The develo|Mneni of a new anti- 
gancer drug series was announced Wednes- 
day by Michigan State -University resear- 
chers. The new dru^ will be- based on pal- 
ladium, a rare chemical cousin of platinum, 
the researchers said in a statement on their, 
findings. - . 

The researchers saidyearsof dinical exper- 
iments on human cancer would be needed 
before the dru^ epuJd be' wnsider^ safe or 
effective for human u»,' Hiey sairf they 
hoped the new compound iidU wwk against 
intestinal cancers -^'tinuros for which the 
widely used dziig Cispla&n 'is hot dfective. 


Cisplatin, a platinum-based drug, was 
developed at MSU in foe late 1 960s and was 
approved for general use against some forms 
of cancer by the Food and Drug Administra- 
tion in 1978. Devinder GOl, a postdoctoral 
fellow, and Barnett Rosenberg, professor of 
biophysics at MSU» planned to describe the 
new palladium complexes at a meeting of the 
American Chemical Sc«e^ in Las Vegas. 
Nevada. 


MOSCOW, March 31 (R) — The rapid 
development of Siberia's natural resources 
has brought a serious upsurge in genetic 
defects in new-born babies and a rise in mor- 
tality rates among workers there, according 
to a Soviet scientist. 

Professor Vlail Kaznacheyev, in an unpre- 
cedentedly frank account of the effects of 
pollution in the Soviet Union, said the health 
of future generations was at risk. Professor 
Kaznacheyev, head of the Institute of Oinical 
and Experimental Medicine at the Siberian 
branch of the Academy of Sciences, was 
speaking in a round-table interview with the 
Siberian academic Jounal Eko. 

His remarks, clearly no intended for con- 
sumption by the general public, contrasted 
with recent appe^ Soviet leaders for a 
swift expansion of industry and pointed to a 
growing high-level debate on the conduct of 
Siberian development plans. 

The professor said health problems were 
particularly acute in the south-west Siberian 
Kuznetsk (Kuzbass) — a key coal and chemi- 
cals area with a population of about 1 .5 mil- 
lion. “ If we considered the Kuzbass as a giant 
plant producing heath, then we would have to 
say it is turning out rubbish, irreparable rubb- 
ish. This is driving people away and causing 
an accumulation of genetic defects," he said. 

Professor Kaznacheyev said the problem 
could not be attributed to any lack of medical 
facilities. “Even in those areas where we can 
speak of the highest concentration of medical 
services in the world we have a rather high 
richness rate, the mortality rate is growing 
and some forms of disease hare become 
chronic." he said. 

The professorgave no details of the genetic 
defects but said that various of difficulties 
were causing women to delay the birth of 
their first babies. 

“First births are producing an increased 


number of defects and ailments and in this 
way we are transporting in healthiness into 
the fiiture,'' he said. 

He was supported by Prof. V. Bessonenko, 
a Kuznetsk-based spedalist in industrial ail- 
ments, who said financial pressure was forc- 
ing some ministries to keep pre-war factories 
running and only a few cleaner plants had 
been commissioned. Only 12 percent of 
workers questioned in the city of Novokuz- 
netsk in the Curi^ass considered their factory 
managers were giving enough facts about pol- 
lution of the enviroument, he said. 


SEOUL, March 31 (Aj?n.icsV— U.&. 
Defense Secretary Caspar Weintetger said 
Wednesday that a new Korea-U.S. agree- 
ment covering expeditious transfer of war 
material to South Korea in case ofemeigency 
should be seen as a “serious warning" to 
North Korea. 

In a joint communique issued earlier with 
South Korean Defease Minister Choo 
Yong-Bock, Weinberger had pledged to 
modernize U.S. forces in South Korea and to 
continue efforts to upgrade American ground 
combat forces and deploy more modem 
combat planes in the country. 

Reinforced U.S. forces here attested not 
only to America's firm resolve to help defend 
Korea, but rendered a significant contribu- 
tion to the peace and stability in far east Asia, 
the two ministers said in the 11 -point com- 
munique. 

The U.S. defense chief told a press confer- 
ence later that the agreement itself was a 
serious warning to Pyongyang that Washinc- 


ion and Seoul remained firmly united terresut 
and repel any aggression and to maintain 
peace on the Korean peninsula. 

“ It is a unique instrument. The U.S. has no 
such arrangement with any other countries, 
and the agreement means that the U.S. wiD 
transfer very substantia] stocks of war mater- 
ial much more quickly in the event of 
emergency." said Weinterger. 

Most of these stocks are pre-poritioned in 
South Korea to ensure their ready availabU- 
hy, and the value of additional material to be 
transferred during . the first few hours of an 
emergency is expected to be about $2,000 
million, a U.S. official in Weinberger's party 
said. 

The Koreans did gain Weinberger's sup- 
port to seek from the U.S. treasury lower 
interest rates .for South Korean purchase 
loans from the United States as well as 
expanded use of Korean industrial plants to 
maintain the equipment of U.S. militaiy 
forces in Korea.

WASHINGTON, March 31 — One year 
ago yesterday. President Ronald Reagan 
emerged from the Washington Hilton Hotel 
on a drizzly, giair day and faced the shocking 
onslaught of gu^tre. 

The fear «oflising another president in 
office and the hafror at the discovery that its 
public life is not spared from the violence of 
madmen pervaded the country. Miracul- 
ously, Reagan survived the gunshot wounds. 
“I realize it was a year ago," Reagan said on 
the first anniversary of foe March 30, 1981. 
attempt on his life. “It seems a lot longer and 
I feel fine." 

James Brady, his press secretary who 
incurred more serious wounds, has gone 
through a much more slow, painful, often 
courageous period of recovery. His job at foe 
White House waits for him. beckoning him to 
get well. 

Reagan, pierced in the lung by his assailant 
John Hinkley, has made a remarkable recov- 
ery. He has thus far broken the uncanny pat- 
tern in American history whereby presidents 
have died in office who were elected every 20 
years since 1940. Since President William 
Henry Harrison died of pneumonia in 1841. 
the pattern has manifested itself consistently 
to the 1960 election of John F. Kennedy who 
was assasanated in 1963- 

There have been noticabie repercussions in 
foe Reagan administration as a result of the 
March 30, 1981 shooting. The president 
emerged from the incident with a stronger 
win —“a sense of mission," as one aide put it. 
Having experienced the close-call of death 
and the tranaence of life. Reagan has clearly 
set his goals and has put great priority on 
seeing them through. 

This may explain his singular effort to pass 
bis domestic economic glides and his pres- 
ent unwillingness to bend on his budget 
proposals submitted to the heated Congress. 
Some political analysts suggest that Reagan's 
narrow determination to pass his budget has 
precluded .his interest in initiating foreign pol- 
icy. 

The assasrinatioR attempt that 'put Reagan 
out of commission for a few weeks also gave 
way to the prominence of the White House

triumverate — chief of staff James Baker, 
deputy chief of staff Michael Deaver and 
councilor Edwin Mcese. Together, these men . 
dominated administration policy last year. 

Reagan's lack of easy accessibility to the' 
press and public is also a result of the shoot- 
ing. Security has been stepped up substan- 
tially. Rumors of the notorious Libyan hit 
squad soon followed the shooting which led 
to further tightening of White House sec- 
urity. 

"It's been beefed up quite a bit," said a 
security guard at foe White House rear entr- 
ance. He declined to say just how security had 
been “beefed up" but for reporters, it is not 
too difficult to discern. 

“There were about 100 policemen 
immediately out front and we had to go 
through identification checks at every cor- 
ridor." said one reporter who was in foe 
Capitol building recently when Reagan ram'e 
to lunch with republican senators.

PLO leader urges use 
of force against Israel 


TUNIS, March 31 (Agencies) — A 
Palestinian leader said Tuesday night that 
Arab teiritones occufued by IstmI in 3967 
could be recovered only by force. 

Fanifc Kaddoumi, head of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) political 
department, said that what had been taken by 
force could be recovered only by force. He 
was addressing a special Arab League meet- 
ing which opened in Tunis to discuss ways of 
supporting the current mass uprising in the 
Gaza Strip and the West Bank. 

Kaddoumi said that “co-existence with 
Israel is a myth'* and called for Arab military 
and financial support to what he called the 
people’s uprising in occupied Arab ter- 
ritories. The Tunis conference was requested 
by the PLO last week. 

The PLO submitted to the meeting a 
document calling for the opening of the bor- 
ders of the frontline states — Syria, Lebanon 
and Jordan — to Palestinian commandos so 
they could extend their mflitary operations 


against Israel, conference sources said. It also 
urged the Arab states to condemn what is 
regarded as tbe American support of braers 
policies. 

Meanwhile, in Cairo, Dr. Sayed Nofol,

BEIRUT. March 31 (R) — A sabota^d 
pipeline carrying Iraqi crude oil to the north 
Lebanese port of Tripoli has been repaired, 
oil ministiy sources said Wednesday. 

The pipeline was blown up twice last week 
by unidentified saboteurs. 

The explosions stopped the flow of Iraqi 
crude oil causing sha^ drop in Iraq's oQ 
exports.

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Land Day is marked by the Palestinian people wherever 
they are. In the West Bank or Gaza or in whi^ever part of the 
Arab world or the world at large they happen to be. But as the 
origin of Land Day lies in the struggle of &e Palestinians who 
remained as the land was taken over in 1948 and 1949, it is 
among them that the celebration is at its most mordant.

The rise in the cost of energy and raw materials 
and the economic crisis in the West are causing 
serious difficulties for all the countries of East 
Europe. Their centrally planned economies have 
concentrated for too long on volume of production, 
regardless of real costs in labor and materials.' 
Those that have borrowed hearily in foe West to_ 
buy modern equipment to increase thetrefficienqr 
have found that transferring technology is not a 
rimple matter and that new machinery is often 
poorly used. 

They have also found that the West in depresrion 
is a tougher market than they calculated, leaving 
them with the problem of hou* to pay off their debts 
if they caimot earn suff'icient hard currency 
exporting to the West. 

Some East Europeans are better placed than 
others. Hungary showed more foresi^t than its 
neighbors by abandoning the dictatorship of foe 
central plan in order to push its factories into the 
demanding world of real costs and competition. It 
has. however, the highest per capita indebtedness in 
East Europe and its standard of living is marking 
time. 

The conserv ative leaders of Czechoslovakia have 
been cautious about debt (it stands at about $4.5 
billion compared ivith Romania's $11 billion and 
Poland's $25 billion) but they have been reluctant 
for political reasons to reform an economy that they 
themselves now admit to be ill-suited to t^ modem 
world. 

The situation in each East European country has. 
its special characteristics — the Soviet “blo^, 
remains a very diverse collection of people ud 


cultures in spite of nearly 40 years of socialism a la 
Masse. Romania pernaps wins cue title ot the oddest 
mao out, not le^ berause its cautious pursuit of. 
national indepeiidence has distanced it tom Mos- 
cow without bringing it significantly closer to the 
West, 

As a result Romania, at a time of diffi culty, c an 
count on little sympathy tom either ride. The peat 
economic advanta^ of Soviet bk>c membership is 
access to the vast Russian resources of raw mateii-* 
als at prices, for the. moment, of around a third, 
below the world level Romania would deariy like 
more Soviet oil on these terms because its own pi! 
production (around 12 million tons a year) cazmot 
feed its amtntious petrochemical industry planned 
before the rise of ofl prices in the last de<ade. 

But it has managed to contract with Moscow for

Hamdi tunnel links Suez, Sinai, 
promises to promote development 


By Jeremy Gift 


SUEZ, Egypt (R) — A gleaming new tun-- 
oel under the Suez Canal linking Sinai trith 
die rest of Egypt symbolizes an ambitious 
development program being drawn up in 
Cairo for the desert peninsula. 

Tsraei hands back the final portion of Sinai 
on April 25 and Egypt is planning a series of 
development plans to attraet new settlem and 
harness the territory’s resources, which 
include oO and mineral 

The sleek two-lane Ahmed Hamdi tunnel, 
which slices through the desert sands just 
north of Suez, was doe to be opened full-time 
for routine traffic on March 29, -18 months 
after it was first inaugurated by tiie late Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat. 

Until DOW only supervised convoys have 
been allowed to use the subterranean hi^ 
way, named after an Egyptian war hero killed 
in the 1 973 Middle East ennfliet, as li ghting 
and ventilation work were still to be comr 
pieted. 

^ Reuniting Africa and Asiafortbe first time 
since the canal split the two continents in 
1 869, the new tunnel which also carries fiesh 
water to the Sinai is designed to be a catalyst 
for future development in the arid peninsula. 

Two more tunnels are tentatively plaimed 
and a chain of giant pipes have alrrady been 
laid across the canal at other points to carry 
Nfle water to the 61,000 ^ 1cm (25,000 sq 
mile) eastern province. 

Without the tunnels construction work 
throughout the Sinai wiO be retarded because 
the few ferries across the cand are already 
congested with trucks and civilian vehicles. A 
key bridge across the canal was blown up in 
the 1967 war. 

Central to the Sinai development plan is a 
plan, to resettle hundreds of tboumnds of 
people in the territory by the year 2000, 
relieving pressure on theovercrpv^d capital 
and Nile Valley region. 

The present Sinai population is around 


175,000, lauding about 10,000 Bedouin 
tribesmen living a peripatetic existence with 
their camels and herds of sheep and goats. 
Others have set up tourist shops or lucrative 
smuggling businesses from Egypt to Israel. 

According to Dr. All Mahmoud Abu Zei^ 
head of the Sinai Reconstruction and 
Development Agen<^, settlers are to be given 
grants and low-interest loans to encoura^ 
them to move east of Suez. 

The agency forecasts that more than half a 
million people will be living in the Sinai by the 
end of the centupr, compared with a total 
Egyptian population by then of 75 million. 

■ Hguresofmorethanamilljonsettlersbave 
been mentioned by planners who are drawing 
up ambitious plans for building new towns in 
the desert and reclaiming large areas of land 
for agriculture. 

But essentially the pace of progress wiU be 
determined by the amount of cash avaflable 
from the hard-pressed central government. 

hfimstef of Housing and Reconstruction 
. Hassaballah Kafiawi says he set aside 52 mS- 
lioD Egyptian pounds ($60 million) until the 
end of tlm financial year in June for construc- 
tion work in Sinai. 

The government has also just approved 
ad^tio^ expenditure of about $400 millioo 
for projects of “national priority" resulting 
from ^ Israeli withdrawal, including $143 
miniob for tbe purchase of installations and 
equipment being left behind by the Israelis. 

A major plan already announced is for the 
construction of a 1,200 megawatt power sta- 
tion at tbe northern Sinai town of El-Arish. 

Minister of Electric Power Mohammed 
Maher O^an says it will be built in six years 
at a cost of $659 million and vriil be run by 
cod from the nearby Maghara mines. 

Dr. Abu Zdd says that the United States 
has g^n five million dollars to help draw up 
a study of the Sinai to select appropriate sites 
-for ro^, cultivable land and wells for drink- 
ing water.. 

Mudi of tbe incentive for developing Sinai 


comes from its deposits of oil, natural gas and 
minerals. 

Egypt is already significant oil producer, 
export roughly 200,000 barrels a day 
(bpd) from its 700,000 bpd output. Most of 
thte comes from weDs in the Gulf of Suez, 
including the Abu Redeis field in western 
Sinai. 

Six contracts have already been signed by 
foreign companies to search for oQ in the 
sectors of Sinai returned to 
chunks of territory still remain to be allo- 
cated. 

According to Ibrahim Radwan, general 
manager in charge of oil agreements at the 
Egyptian General Petroleum Corporation 
(EGPC), the EGPC wiD initially t^e over 
tbe eastern sector being returned on April 25. 

This includes a small gas field at Sadot in 
the north-east corner dose to tbe Israeli- 
oceupied Gaza Strip, which Israel has been 
exploiting. 

‘Radwan believes that a new, more favor- 
able, gas clause in oO exploration contracts 
could help encourage the big oil companies to 
look for gas in the SinaL 

Gas h^ already been discovered off tbe 
Nile Delta and Egyptian offidals belte^« 
there may be a gas-bearing area stretching 
from the delta along the Mediterranean coast 
as for as Sadot. 

After oil and gas, manganese is the most 
important of Sind's minerals, while recover- 
able coal depodts are estimated at around 35 
million tons. 

Northern Sinai Governor Maj. Geo. 
Yousef Sabri has announced plans to con- 
struct a new fishing port east of £1-Azish to 
help boost fishing in Bardawil Lake, aloog- 
nde the Mediterranean.

Even governments have enlisted the mar- 
tial arts to help them. In Malayda, martial 
arts assodations have been harnessed to 
eradicate drag abuse amongyouths. Martial 
arts is also used by the Malaysian army now 
to eitiiance the combat effectiveness of its 
soldiers. 

To typical Westerners, the lightning kicks 
and tornado punches are seen as dangerous 
killing blows, but to Asian adepts and mas- 
ters, these are appredated as aesthetics and 
a mastery of nund over one's body. 
Conquest and a better knowled^ of the self 
is one of the mam goals of Asian martial 
arts. This is why the essence of martial arts is 
neither mastery of tbe techniques nor vic- 
tory over the opponent, but triumph over 
tbe self. 

The Japanese, and Korean mar- 

tial arts — judOt kortae, taekwondo, tai chi 


and jujitsu — are among the most popular 
throu^iout Asia today. But the more obs- 
cure forms such K kaiari payat from India, 
the Malaysian bersUat, the Philippine^ 
amis, the Banglad^hi lathi kela and 
Indonesia’s pencak silat are also being 
revived.

Australian ‘thriller’ movies are low budget; 
Hollywood sees their big profit potential

HOLLYWOOD (WP) — This spring, the 
blossoming Australian Qm industiy wiA the 
help of Warner Bros, will unleash upon 800 
nei^borhood theaters aa unknown mo^e 
from down under called TAe Rood Womor. a 
sequel to Mad Max, an.automotive mayhem 
movie set in a honi& future and direct^ by 
Georgs Miller.

Such budgets .CQDtioue to astonish Hol- 
lywood, whm the average cost of a motion 
picture last year was S12 mll^Q, and the 
mean cost — exducDng very expenrive pro- 
jects sucb as Reis otRa^ime -r was stiU $8 J 
million. 

EquaDy astonishing is that, between 1950 
ind 1970, fewer than a half-dozen features 
were shot in Australia notably Stanley 
Kramei'sGit the Beach (19S9) and Fred Zin- 
nemann's The Sundowners ^ 1960. Since 
1971, however, there have been more than 
100 movies made there —the (Drect result of 
the estabUshmeni thatyearof what is now the 
Australian Film Conunission. The govern- 
ment simf^ decided to start fimding its own 
film industry, and the. outpouring has sur^ 
prised even ^ Aorinilians. 

There is now a movie house in New Yotic 
— the D.W. Griffidt'Ghema — that for the 
past year has been ' showing Australian 
nunto exekiavely. They have also been the 
subject of many film festivals, 1^ New

“What tbe Australians are givu^ us are 
good stories, good acting and stroug produc- 
tion values.

Australian mows are more thu cheap 
and plentifiil and stixmgly jrioned: they are. 
as Hyams puts h, “foreign films that don't 
need subtitles,” and they cany the fascina- 
tion of a robust, feraway culture with a 
slightly different, point of view. 

“RobusT is a word often aj^lied to 
Australian life, and it seems equally descrip- 
tive of its movies. In the sfnrit of Judy Daris in 
My Brilliant Career, and the poetry-writing 
sergeant of Breaker Morant, or the ope'n- 
feced lads of GaUipoli, the iriaod oontiseat is 
exporting a raw muscularity often associated 
with an earlier America.

Military strategy fails 


Filipinos bitter about ‘ hamleting’, 
investigators say it was unjustified

MANILA (Depthnews) — What turned- 
out to be a disastrous experimeut by the 
Americans in Vietnam was adopted by the 
mihtary here with equaDy disastrous results 
in trouble-wracked southern Philippines. 

“Dismantle the hamlets.” was the order of 
Defense Minister Juan Ponce Enrile after his 
attention was caUed 1^ an independent 
human rights group. The group, organized by 
the Integrated Bar of the Philippines (IBP), 
went on a fact-finding tour of Davao del 
Norte in tbe south and confirmed human and 
cr^ rights violations the establishment 
of-th6b^le|s. . 

Oompoutidihg the;'pioblem was that tbe 
milifory never inforined EnrUe’s office of 
their action. “Tm not aware of their exis- 
tence,” was the ministei’s blunt admission 
when be first learned of tbe case. 


resolution approved by the town legislative 
councfl urgmg the residents to cooperate with 
the mflitaiy and counter the harassment, 
intinudatiott and extortion activities of the 
Communist-led New People's Army. 

And at no time were the villagers pre- 
vented from leaving the hamlets anytime they 
wanted to, according to the military. 

It turned out. however, that the Davao 
mifitary command instigated the approval of 
the resolution. With ^ finding. Minister 
Enrfle immediately ordered authorities to 
dismantle the existing hamlets. He said: “In 
line with the policy of the (defense) ministry 
and the national government on respect for 
human rights and due process the mflitaiy 
and tbe Integrated National Police shaD see 
to it that no sucb hamlets are established or 
maintained” 


American military advisers encouraged tbe 
establishment of “protected hamlets” at the 
height of tbe Indochina conflict. Vietnamese 
families were forcibly uprooted from their 
homes and herded into hamlets to prevent 
them fiom giving aid and shelter to tbe Viet 
Cong. 

The strategy, however, backfired and 
failed to stop the Viet Cong march to Saigon 
(now Ho Chi Minh City). 

Philippine military authorities in the south 
adopted tbe same approach initiaUy in San 
Vicente town, Davao del Norte, about 600 
miles south of Manila. Ostensibly, tbeir 
reason was to protect the estimated 32,000 
viRagets from being caught in a crossfire dur- 
ing i^taiy operations against the dissidents. 

At tbe outset, military leaders claimed that 
tbe town residents volunt^y resettled 
themselves in the hamlets. Tbeyeveo cited a 


In his sternly-worded order, Ennle 
reminded tbe mflitaiy that tbe government 
“bas never authorized and wifl never counte- 
nance the forrible grouping of people in 
specified residential vfllages or centers 
because “these are violative of tbe constitu- 
tional rights of tbe people.” 


Enifle's order thus gave substance to tbe 
findings of tbe IBP human rights and due 
process commission regarding military 
abuses in the establishment of tbe hamlets. In 
its report, tbe commission enumerated some 
of the human rights violations, inicluding: 
Ordering tbe town reridents to transfer 
their homes to a “grouping^* area under 
Implied threats of being ireat^ as an enemy. 
This, tbe commission said, violates tbe p>eo- 
ple's coDstitutional rights to liberty of abode 
and travel. 

Requiring residents to construct the 
Philippine Constabulary (National Police) 
barracks and to contribute materiais for it- 


This violates the consatutional right again^- 
invoiuntaxy servitude, according to the IBP' 
conunission. 

Requiring residents to demolish and dis- 
mantle their homes which is a violation of the 
right not to be deprived of property without' 
due process and without the compensation. 

The commission emphasized that the 
mflitary measures in San Vicente were not 
justified. Before and afier the hamleting, it 
said, there were no encounters between the 
Constabulary and the dissidents “of such 
nature as to warrant wholesale evacuation of 
civilians from their farms.” 

Also from the practical point of veiw, the 
oommisrion said, -hamlet ring has alienated,' 
instead of attracting the residents to the gov- 
ernment side. 

Worse stfll, the IBP group discovered the 
reason behind the move which does not seem 
to speak well of the mflitaiy. The report said: 
It appears that tbe immediate reason for the 
bai^ting was due to the boycott of tbe town 
residents of tbe Sept 4, 1981 elections and 
tbe ambush of a mflitaiy jeep in whidi seven 
soldiers were kflled. 

“Neither of these incidents,” the conunis- 
sion argued “justified hamleting. Even if the 
nation were at war, no forced transfer of 
civilians is allowed under the laws of war and 
only temporary evacuations are permitted 
when military operations are going on or are 
about to begin.” 

All of these, a defense official (rfrserved 
were reminiscent of the Americans' pro- 
tected hamlet strategy which miserably foiled 
to stop the Viet Cong advance in Soufo Viet- 
nam. 

“Some people never learn,” tbe offidal 
said. “In the battle to win hearts and 
minds of the people, a purely milhaiy solu- 
^ is never the answer to tbe problem.” . 


Most Western Europeans support unity, 
many fail to understand EEC's value

BRUSSELS, (R) — Twenty-five years 
after the creation of tbe European Economic 
Community ^EC), its 270 mfllion citizens 
stin have ambivalent views about its value. 

In theory, tbe idea of European unity is 
supported by most West Europeans. But the 
way tbe oommuoity actually works is usually 
either not understood or criticized. 

PubUc attitudes in tbe six founder states — 
Belgium, France, West Germany, Italy, Lux- 
embourg and tbe Nelberiands are still ^ner- 
aUy in fovor of the EEC. even if individuab 
often take a jaundiced view of some aspects 
of iL 


But in some of the more-recent members a 
groundswell of opposition still makes itself 
beard. 

Zo EEC negotiations about industrial pol- 
icy. agriculture, fishing and a host of other 
issues, member govenunents aU too often 
take a narrowly nationalistic view of tbeir 
interests, EEC officials complain. 

And for tbe man in tbe street the European 
community is mostly all very well as long as it 
defends his interests, but a target of 
cfiauvinistic criticism when tbe case is 
reversed. 


Tbe low-profile identity of the EECs 
bureaucrat has gK'en it an unenviable public 
image of foceless Eurocrats meddling in 
national affoiis. 

“Wbat are tbe Europeans up to todayT’ 
queries a ^Igian pusled by goings-on in the 
steel, glass and concrete beadquaneis of the 
EEC commission up the road. He is v 
radally European as the Eurocrats, but his 
words show clear lack of spiritual kinship 
with tbe immunity’s mentors. 

Politicians celebrating the 25th anniver- 
sary of the EECs founding treaty of Rome 
say the succy« of the community has been to 
bring toaetbifrlhe nations of Western Europe 


and heal the wounds of two world wars. 

But a waU design shaped as a map of 
Europe in the headquarters of the EEC 
council of ministers stiU does not include 
Greece, more than a year after it joined in 
1981. 

And the 50,000 inhabitants of Greenland 
(not on the waU-map either) last month gave 
a majority vote to puU out of the EEC. to 
which they are attached as a semi- 
autonomous region belongjng to Denmark. 

In Denmark and Britain, which together 
with Ireland joined the EEC m 1973, anti- 
Common Market lobbies have often seemed 
to be undermining national commitment to 
the European ideal. 

Britain’s opposition Labor Party, sup- 
ported by the Trades Uniop Congress 
(TUC). is formaPy committed to polling Bri- 
tain out of the EEC. 

Recent public opinion polls show Britons 
almost equaDy divided about whether to stay 
in — 49 percent for and SI percent against 

Denmark’s anti-EEC movement has four 
representatives in the European p^iament 
Opinion polls show a third of Denmaik's citi- 
zens fovor staying in the EEC but neariy half 
•would like to puD out. 

In Ireland, whose weak economy has bene- 
.fited from community support the idea of 
EEC membership has traditionaily been 
given strong public backing. 

But even there, the ravages of inflation on 
formers incomes have started makin g people 
think twice about tbe way the EECs agried- 
tural price-fixing mechanisms work. 

In general, it is farmcis and industrialists 
who are most in favor of the European com- 
munity. 

Community farm rules give, the EECs 
eight mfllion farmers wide-ranging price 
guarantees and subsidies, without which 
many of them would not be able to stay in 
burioess. 

“European farm policy is what holds 


Europe together,” an official at the West 
German Farmers Assodation said. 

Fanners in most other EEC countries' 
would agree with that, even though they fre- 
quently complain that the annual price 
increases for them are too low. 

Trade between EEC countries has been 
another powerful factor in welding the com- 
munity together. 

According to the Confederation of British 
Industry (CBI)< withdrawal of Britain from 
the £EC would threaten the jobs of at least 
2.S million people and drastically reduce 
British exports to continental Europe. . 

In the eyes of West German industry, 
whose strength as ai^expoiter makes it a keen 
advocate of EEC trade rules, tbe community 
is an indispensable prop for Gennan efforts 
to secure free world trade. 

Enlar^mem from sfat to nine in 1973, and 
then to 10 last year with tbe indusion of 
Greece, has caus^ difficulties for the com- 
munity and thrown hs pofides into question. 

In Greece, the Sodalist government has 
demanded a better deal to cope with Greek 
economic problems involving special sub- 
sidies for its formers and fledgling industiy. 

Greek formers have been havii^ difficulty 
adapting to EEC rules and restrictions. 

A bumper crop of oranges this year 
brought outcries when they were told they 
could not sell their produce below a specffied 


mmimum pnce. 


In France as weU, formers have protested 
at EEC form poli^. Recently 100,000 of 
them marched through Paris waving bannere 
and shouting slogans to back demands for 
higher prices.

After revival by modern medicine 

Hospitals, nursing homes refuse coma patients; 
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By Peter Peri 

WASHINGTON (WP) — A twin-engine 
air ambulance lifted off ftom National Air- 
port at 1:20 p.m. recently canying a single 
patient. Timothy J. Tiernan, on a 300-miIe 
journey that medical experts $ay will proidde 
him the best chance of ever awakening. 

Until last Aug. 7, Heman, 14, was an ath- 
letic. stFong-wilied and sometimes mischiev- 
ous teen-ager from suburban Annandale, 
Va., who collected hubcaps and antique bot- 
tles and who insisted on piaa or hotdogs 
instead of turkey at Thanksgiving. 

On a rain-slicked road in West Virginia, 
that past life ended. Tiernan suffered severe 
and largely irreversible brain damage in an 
automobile accident. He has remained in a 
coma-like state for 32 weeks, most of it spent 
at Children's Hospital in Washington, where 
he remained lon^r than any neurosurgical 
patient in recent memory. 

His eyes opened in &ptember. and his 
limbs move on occasion. Otherwise be is 
motionless, silent and seemingly oblivious to 
his suETOundin^ — despite countiess hours 
that his mother, Patricia, a former nurse, has 
spent -at his bedside trying to evoke 
responses. 

Kept Alive By TeciuMA>gy 

Tieman's survival represents an achieve- 
ment of modem American medicine, which, 
kept him alive only through advanced tech-' 
nology, powerful drugs and a dramatic 13- 
hour emergency brain surgery last October at 
Children’s Hospital. 

Tiernan also represents what medical 
authorities call a growing and silent 
epidemic: Patients whose injuries once would 
have killed them, but who now are kept alive 
— only to be doomed to indefinite periods of 
twilight. His condition poses a nag^ng ques- 
tion: What is td become of this growing 
number of coma victims, many of them 
young, strong and capable of surviving for 
years? 

Few Coma Treatment Centers 

The flight was part of the Tiernan family's 
last slim hope of regaining the son they knew, .

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War hero 
dropped 

from Viet 
Politburo 

BANGKOK, March 31 (Agencies) — 
Gen. Vo Nguyen Giap. who defeated the 
French at Dien Bien Phu and commanded the 
war against the Americans and South Viet- 
namese, was dropped Vietnam's Com- 
munist Party leadership Wednesday. 

Radio Hanoi reported that Giap, 69, was 
voted out of the party Politburo along with 
Hve other members. 1110 general lost his post 
as defense minister in 1 980 and was demoted 
last year from first deputy prime minister to 
■ihird deputy prime minister. "He seems to be 
undergoing a gradual political ecUpse, prob- 
ably b^use of disagreement over domesric 
policies or a i^rsonality clash,” a Western 
diplomat said in Bangkok. 

But the party conHimed its faith in the top 
rung of its aging leaders on the closing day of 
its fifth confess. In a broadcast mooitored 
here, the radio said Le Duan, 74, was re- 
elected secretary-general, the party's most 
powerful position. State Coundl Chairman 
Truong Chinh, 74, Prime Minister Pham Van 
Dong, 76, Vice Premier Pham Hung, 70, and 
the influential Le Due Tfao, 72, also retained 
iheir posts. 

“Le Duan told the congress there had been 
errors and shortcomings in the leadership but 
it appears those shortcomings did not affect 
the top five.'' the diplomat said. 

Giap at one time tipped as a possible prime 
minister, became widely acknowledged as a 
master of strategy in his campaigns against 
heavily armed Western forces. But he never 
received formal military training and once 
said: “The only military academy I have been 
to is that of the bush.” 

His first major triumph came in 1954 when 
he defeated French troops at Dien Bien Phu 
— a victory which resulted in the French 
withdrawal from Indochina and the creation 
of North and South Vietnam. 

Giap — known to his foDowers as Nui Lua 
( the volcano under the snow) — went on two 
decades later to force the U.S. government to 
withdraw American troops from South Viet- 
nam. On April 30. 1975, his army entered 
Saigon, ending the longest conflict of the 20th 
century and reunifying the country. 

The congress unanimously approved a 
resolution saluting Le Duan's leadership in 
implementing domestic and foreign policies 
in accordance with a resolution of the previ- ' 
ous congress in 1 976, the broadcast said. The 
congress also decided that the new party 
leadership and government would formulate 
the 1981-85 economic plan and prepare sub-

Columbia crosses several milestones 
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SPACE CENTER, Houston, March 31 
(AP) — Home safely after a spectacular 
“toboggan" ride from space, astronauts 
Jack R. Lousma and C. Gordon Fullerton 
begin a week of debriefing Wednesday, 
recountiiig for experts their eight days of 
adventure abroad Columbia. 

■ The shunie landed with a thump Tuesday 
at the White Sands Missile Range in New 
Mexico after staying in orbit an extra day to 
wait out a sandstorm that scrubbed a land- 
ing the day Mon. It was the third test flight 
torColoiMaf its toughest and longest. The 
' spacecraft faces but one more test mission 
! before h starts flying cargo for paying cus- 
i . tomers. 

Lousma, arriving in Houston, called the 
mission “spectacular from end to end, par- 
ticularly the toboggan down ftt>m upstairs.” 
In overcoming all its problems, he said. 
* *CoUunbia demonstrated a maturity that 
was really unexpected.” 

The spacecraft landed at 10 seconds past 
1 606 GMT Tuesday, completing a journey 
of more than 3.3 million miles and 129 
orbits of the earth. It dropped from space 
and sped across western Mexico and the 
.United States before diving toward a safe 
touchdown on a dry lakebed amid New 
Mexico's mountains. 

Except for some missing tiles on its skin 
and a few scars and scratches. Cobimbia was 
in good shape. Technicians quickly drained 
surplus fuel and chemicals and towed the 
stubby-winged craft to a service area beside 
the d^rt runway. In about eight days, the 
spacecraft wOl be lifted atop a Jumbo jet 
and flown to the Kennedy Space Center for 
refitting. A fourth flight is planned in June. 

For Lousma and Fullerton, th.- adventure 
^ over and it’s time for the paper work. The 


astronauts will spend hours over the next 
Seven days speaking into tape recorders and 
answering engineering questions about the 
performance of Cobimbia. There was no 
question about how the two spacemen felt. 
Said Lousma from space: “This is really a 
beautiful flying machine.” 

Astronauts, space center workers and 
firiends stood in a light rain Tuesday night to 
welcome the returning spacemen at Lincoln 
Air Force base near the space center. 
Lousma thanked the crowd, particularly for 
their prayers, "i've always said a few- 
prayers are worth a lot of training,” he* 
added. Fullerton's speech was short. “My 
job was to lower the landing gear. Jack's 
was to land and make the speeches.” 

Neighbors decorated the yards at both 
astronauts' homes with signs of welcome. In ' 
nearby Friendswood, where Lousma lives, 
streets were lined with flags and more signs. 

The third flight of C^iunbia reached sev- 
eral important milestones for America's 
5pi)ce transportation system. Tbe shuttle's 
eight days iloft was almost twice as long as 
the earlier two flights combined. 

Lousma and Fullerton were able to use 
the mechanical arm in the cargo bay of the 
■ craft to maneuver a payload, thus proving 
the craft can be used to launch and recover 
satellites. 

Columiria was exposed to rigorous 
extremes of heat and cold, yet performed 
well, giving confidence in the craft’s tough- 
ness in space. Scientists who had experi- 
ments aboard Columbia were delighted with 
the results and said the spacecraft will be an 
ideal platform for experiments in the future.

West revises Namibia plan 


LONDON, March 31 (AP) — The five 
Western nations seeking to secure indepen- 
dence for Namibia, formerly Southwest 
Africa, wfl] fly to Luanda.

U.K. mulls new riot law 


LONDON. March 31 (AP.) — A legal 
commission called Tuesday for new laws to 
deal with any more outbreaks of the riots that 
rocked many British cities lost year. Tbe Law 
Commssion, a watchdog body headed by high 
court judge Sir Ralph Gibson, recommended 
that Britain's centuries-old common law be 
rerised and specific penalties set for rioting. 

The commission defined a “riot” as"three 
or more persons present together in public or 
private, engaged in an unlawful course of vio- 
lent conduct. Tbe conduct mu.st be such that 
any reasonable person, if present, would be 
afraid for his or her safety." It recommended 
a maximum penalty of 14 years imprison- 
ment and a fine. 

For the offense of “unlawful assembly." it 
suggested a maximum five years in jail plus a 
fine. For an “affray,*' it recommended a max- 
imum sentences of 1 0 years and a fine. Under 
common laws there is no ma.\imum sentence 


and a rioter could be sent to jail for life if d 
judge so decided. The proposal will be 
debated in public before legislation is sent to 
parliament. 

Reaction to the proposalswas mixed. A 
police federation spokesman welcomed “any 
tightening up of the law,” but a legal officer of 
the National Council for Civil Liberties said 
the proposed laws were “sweeping, urbitrary 
and unclear.” “Offenses such as riot, u fray 
and unlawful assembly arc a dangerous 
shortcut to convictions when there ii in.suffi- 
cienL evidence to prove that someone has 
committed a specific offense." the legal 
officer said. 

In his 168-pagc report last November on 
the riots that rocked London's depressed 
Brixton district and some 20 cities across the 
country. Lord Scaiman. one of Britain's 
senior judges, said riot laws needed to be 
redrafted and made more specific. 
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Polish official seeks 
3-year wage freeze 


WARSAW, March 31 (AP)~Intbewake 
of the biggest price hikes ever, a top planning 
official Tuesday called for a three-year freeze 
on wages and sodai benefits and predicted 
that Poland's economic recovery coiJd take 
up to six years. 

The official. Deputy Planning Commission 
Chainnan Jerzy Gwiazdzinski, also said in an 
interview pubiuhed here it could take three 
to four years to regain levels of production 
prior to the labor crisis in August 1980 that 
spawned the independent union Solidarity. 

The forecast of a lengthy economic recov- 
ery was seen here as possible fuel for the 
martial .law authorides' claim that tight con- 
trol of industry and commerce wiD be needed 
for some time to come. 

Since declaring martial law last December 
13. Poland's rulers have been faced with the 
monumental task of rebuilding an economy 
saddled with a $26 billion debt to Western 
creditors while meeting worker demands for 
union .reptesentadon. 

The Warsaw leader of the now-suspended 
Solidarity union, Zbigniew Bujak, said in an 
underground newspaper circulated here this 
week that Solidari^ activists should conduct 
passive displays of “streogth, presence and 
unity’' to keep the labor movement active. 

Meanwhile, in Washington, U.S. Under^ 


Secretary of State Lawrence Eagjebuiger 
predicted Tuesday a new internal criris in 
Poland unless the martial law government 
“eases repression and solves the country’s 
enormous economic problems." 

Citing 30 years of Polish history, especially 
movements in recent years to demand 
reforms, Eaglebiuger said if existing political 
and economic conditions persist, inevitabfy 
there win be a problem internally in Poland. 
“At some point there is going to have to be an 
accounting," he told the Overseas Writeis 
Group. 

Eaglebuiger said he could not predict 
when the crisis might come or how authorities 
would handle it. He said Polish officials, after 
“a very skillful job" in the midal crackdown . 
last Dm. 13, now have no plans to deal with 
resulting Western sanctions or the “monstr- 
ous economic problems” they have caused. 

Eagleburger said sanctions already 
adopted in concert with the Western allies 
had made the point abundantly clear both in 
Warsaw and in Moscow. *‘For the moment, 
they are suffident,” he added. 

Among the steps Washington is holding in 
reserve, he said, are adopting a tougher line 
on rescheduling payments on the $27 billion 
Polish debt to the West or declaring Poland in 
default.

Japan okays 
bill easing 
import tariffs 

TOKYO, March 31 (R) — . The Japanese 
Diet (parliament) Wednesday formally 
approved a bill cutting import tariffs on 1 ,653 
items from Thursday, two years ahead of 
schedule. 

The finance ministty said the average 
duties on the items would be reduced from 
eight to 6.75 percent 

The legislation also cut tariffs on luxury 
goods, semi-conductors and bananas from 
Thursday, the startofthe 1982financialyear. 

The ministry said the cuts, together with 
those already due under the 1979 Tokyo 
Round agreement of multilateral trade 
negotiations, would reduce Japw's tariff 
revenues'by about 40 billion yen ($162 mil- 
lion). 

The government is now working on a sec- 
ond package of measures aimed at opening 
up Japan's markets for Importers. 

India, Chevron 
sign oil hunt pact 

NEW DELHI, March 31 (AP) — The 
Indian government announced Tuesday that 
it had signed a 22-year agreement with the 
Chevron Overseas Petroleum Company of 
Texas for offrhore oil exploration. 

“The agreement signed last Friday pro- 
vides that Chevron wiD bear the eotize explo- 
ration risk and, if there is no commerdal dis- 
covery, the entue cost will be borne by Chev- 
ron," Petroleum Minister P. Shiv Shanker 
told the ruling lower house of pariiament 

Under the agreement, Chevron wQl drill 
exploratory oil wells 400 kilometers (250 
mQes) northwest of Bombay off the Gujarat 
coast for a maximum of five years, spending a 
minimum of $29 million in the first three 
years. 

The contract covers an -area of 18,500 
square kilometers (7,400 square mQes). 
India’s Oil and Natui^ Gas Commission will 
acquire a 50 percent working interest in the 
contract if hydrocarbons are discovered. 

Part of the ofl produced will be sold to the 
Indian government until “India attains self- 
sufficiency in crude oil," the minister said. 

About 67 foreign companies responded 
last year when the Indian goverament called 
for bids for offshore oil exploration. .Chevron 
was one of them. 


OIC engineers cooperation in insurance

JEIiOAH,Varch,31 - 
Otgaoization of thc'tilatnic Cottfei%lV6d is 
holding two important economic cbMtm^ 
to help achieve integration among Islamic 
countries. An expert group on insurance 
and re-insurance begins its three-day ses- 
sion in Dacca Thursday, and a meeting on 
cooperation in telecommunications will 
take place in Kuala Lumpur, April 6-8. 

The Dacca meeting win discuss, among 
other things, the possibility of having an 
institutional mechanism to strengthen and 
expand cooperation among Islamic coun- 
tries in the field of re-insurance. It wfll also 
take up the exchange of information and 
manpower training in the insurance field. 
The one in Kuala Lumpur will mainly con- 
sider the draft statute of the Islamic Tele- 
communications Association prepared by 
Saudi Arabia. It wiD also review the prog- 
ress toward implementation of recommen- 
dations of the first expert group meeting on 
telecommunications held in Jeddah, March 
15-18, 1980. The results of both meetings 
will be submitted to the Islamic Commis- 
sion for Economic, Cultural and Sodai 
Affairs which will meet here later in April, 
prior to the 13th Islamic Conference of 
foreign ministers due to open June 6 in 
Niamey. Niger. 

According to a study prepared by Bang- 
ladesh for the meeting, in most Islamic 
countries insurance came to be practiced as 
a part of Western influence and introduc- 
tion of trade and commerce on modern lines 


essentially necessitated insurance protec- 
tion. Many of these countries were previ- 
ously under the rule of one or another 
Western, ppwer. DuMg i^h f^lopiial 
insurance' came'io in' Ovesi^'' 

countries by foreign insurance companies, 
or their subsidiaries. These foreign insur- 
ers basically catered to the interests of the 
ruling power and as such were le^t keen 
about the development of local insurance/ 
re-insurance imarkets. Hierefore, fbl- . 
lowing independence most of there coun-- 
tries found their insurance industry in an 
underdeveloped state. There were few local 
companies capable of sound risk manage- 
ment and the dearth of technical expertise 
was particularly noticeable. As a result, 
foreign insurance companies and their sub- 
sidiaries continue to dominate in many of 
there countries. This has an adverse effect 
on the growth of indigenous insurance 
industry, while the foreign insurers, by vir- 
tue of the very nature of their operation, 
remit a large amount in foreign exchange in 
the shape of their profits, jmrtion of direct 
premium income as weU as re-insurance 
premium. 

Islamic countries are now facing prob- 
lems of capacity, and the problem of cartel- 
ization of Western insurers. The basic 
characteristic of re-rasurance markets of 
most of the Islamic countries, which are in 
different stages of development, is that the 
capacity is much smaller than the actual 
requirement, necessitating placement of a 
lar^ share of re-insurance business outside 
the country. This obviously involves remit- 
tance' of foreign exchange on account of 


re-insurance premium. In recent years, the 
volume of re-insurance services which the 
Islamic countries purchase abroad to bal- 
ance_^an.d protect theflr national portfolios ‘ 

harbeen- 

due to the fact .that these countries, espe- 
cially the oQ-rieh ones, have experienced a 
spectacular change in the pace and orienta- 
tion of their economic development. 
Recognizu^ the importance of rapid 
economic growth, they have resorted to 
modem technology and invested large 
amounts in infrastructure projects, con- 
struction of mdustrial plants of high value, 
use of large capaci^ conveyances like 
Jumbo Jets, supertankers, raining and oil 
ej^loitation, offrhore driOtog rigs, pipelines 
and other installations. Obvioudy, tte risks^ 
attaching to. such costly projects are too dtf- 
ficult to be bandied by the local insurance 
industry. Owing to the fact that insurers of 
the developing Islamic countries have rela- 
tively small portfolios which are necessarily 
unb^anced as a resul^of the scarcity of their 
total premium income and the lack of suffi- 
cient spread, their retentions remain rather 
small and, for this reason massive re- 
insurance cover has to be sought by them in 
international markets. 

At the first meeting of the expert group 
on teleconununications held in J^dah, 
March 15-18, 1980, the Saudi Arabian 
delegation proposed the establishment of 
Sn Islamic Telecommunications Associa- 
tion. It was decided to form four geo'- 
graphical roues in order to collect data and 
information in the telecommunication field 
in the member states.

Steel crisis grips Belgium 


BRUSSELS, March 31 (ONS)— • ‘The 
'trouble with the Belgian scene,’ remarked a 
despairing commentator, ‘is that all the eie- 
ments are so confused and bound up with 
each other.’ The fete of the sagging Belgian 
economy has got itself inextricably tangled 
with the workiogsof the EuropeanEconomic 
Community. 

Last week when angiy Walloon steelwor- 
ken confronted Viscount Etienne Davignon, 
EEC commissioner .for industry, they 
accused both him and the Belgian govern- 
ment of heartlessly playing pi^-pong with 
the future of Wallonia's steel industry. .

Energy Mnister 
Marc Lalonde said tbe package would allow 
frinher talks aimed at finding a suffideotly 
attractive financial plan to bring in new part- 
ners.

LONDON, March 31, (R) — British 
customs officials said Wednesday that a 
ring netted 4.5 million sterling ($8 n^- 
lion) by melting down tax-free gcM coins ' 
into ingots, and then pocketing a 15 per- 
cent tax paid to them by dealers. 

They were questioning 19 inen rounded 
up in raids on London offices and homes 
about the huge gold fraud and said they 
expected some would be charged in the 
next few days. 

The ring is suspected of melting down at 
least 26 million sterling ($47 million) 
worth of Krugerrands and Canadian 
Maple Leaf coins and selling the gold as 
ingots to dealers. 

They made their profit by pocketing the

Confusion envelopes tin talks 


LONDON, March 3 1 (AFP) — There was 
a growing air of confusion among members of 
the Intematipnal Tin CouncQ Wednesday as 
attempts were made to agree increased con^ 
tributioas to the buffer stock fund, in terms of 
money or metal, in order to bolster the sup- 
port for sagging market prices. 

As the fifth day of this protracted 
emeigenqr session began, producers and 
consumers again met separately to exchange 
views of their respective governments. 

Under the terms of the current (fifth) 
agreement only the producers are obliged to 
make mandatory contributions to the buffer 
fund. Some consumers have contributed, but 
only on a voluntary basis. 

As aii aftemative to imposing strict export 
controls, which was the original proposal 
under the leri^ when the council met in an 
emergency session March 18, delegates are 
now looking at a compromise formula. 


This involves supplying extra cash to the 
buffer fund and also contributing metal to the 
buffer stock, which otherwise would have 
been withheld fr'om shipment under an 
export control order. 

Buffer stock manager has already been 
givert authority to utilize existing stocks as 
coUatoral in order to borrow more funds. 

Armed with these funds along with the 
extra financia] support from individual 
member countries, and reduced shipments 
from producers, market prices were bound to 
recover from the recent nine months around 
which they have stagnated over the past 
month, trade sources said. 

But consumers were still hesitating about 
the likely effect on their production costs 
should a sharp price rise occur, while produc- 
ers were undecided about contributing or 
even lending metal to the councirs buffer 
stock. 


Aluminum prices continue to slide 


LONDON, March 31 (AFP) — 
Aluminum prices extended their recent 
downward trend to stand just a few pounds 
above- the throe year lows touched last 
November, des{»te the strenuous efforts by 
producers to reduce output. 

Since the beginniiig of the year, prices have 
fallen atout 10 percent on the London metal 
market ito reach 54.25 pounds for cash metal 
and 566.7S pemnds a metric ton for forward 
delivery, or 400 pounds (over 40 percent) 
less than the roooiti established just over two 
years ago.

Bankers set 
to discuss 
Romania debt 

PARIS, March 31 (AFP) — Nine Western 
banks who. are Romania's main creditors 
meet in New York on April 19 to discuss 
restructuring the country's commercial debts 
for 1981-1982. banking sources said here 
Wednesday. 

After Poland, Romania is the second coun- 
try firom the Socialist common market, Com- 
ecoD. unable to honor outstanding debts to 
the West. 

Bucharest's foreign debts are $1 1,000 mil- 
lion. 

Romania will not be represented at the 
two-day meeting organized by the United 
States Hanover's Trust. 

Eariier this month. Romania suggested to 
320 Western banks a restructuring plan 
spreading SO percent of its pa>'ments over six 
years with a three year grace period. 

But banking sources here said Bucharest 
failed since then to honor the xemainipj20 
percent of its debt payments and tried to 
include commercial credits which were not 
initially included in ihe debts to be lestnienired. 
Romania made an eventual agreement more 
difficult, but neither party intends to break 
oft negotiations at this point, the bankers 
said. 

U.S.to lift curbs 
on use of airports 

NEW YORK. March 31 (R) — Federal 
Aviation Administration chief J. Lynn Helms 
has said he anticipated that almost all restric- 
tions on use of airports imposed during the air 
traffic controllers' strike could be lifted next 
year. 

Helms told a meeting of the airline indus- 
try's wings club that the FAA, which is 
responsible for the U.S. air traffic system, will 
begin expanding operations at the 22 regu- 
lated airports from April 25. 

“We expect to have the system back to 
better than 90 percent of its pre-strike level 
this fall,” he said, with 100 percent opera- 
tions restored by next spring. 

Airline operations at major airports were 
cut back after air traffic controllers began an 
illegal strike last August for better pay and 
conditions. President Ronald Reagan 
ordered the dismissal of about 11,400 con- 
trollers who refused to end their strike, and 
airline services were reduced as a safety 
measure. 

The service has been maintained by super- 
visors, military controllers and non-strikers, 
and the FAA is training new staff to replace 
those dismissed.

Dollar chalks up more gains

JEDDAH, March 31 — Fop the second 
day running, (he American currenc>' con- 
tinued to withstand profit-taking transac- 
tions and traded at strong levels against the 
major continental cuirendes. The Japanese 
yen fell to 248.00 levels before some 
determined Japanese central bank support 
helped it to trade at 247.30 levels. Also, for 
the second day running, the Federal 
Reserve Board in New York, drained 
reserves out of the system to push its “Fed 
fund” rates to IS percent levels thus 
putting pressure nn dollar interest rates to 
remain firm. 

In the bullion markets, gold prices drop- 
ped back by between $4 aod S5 to trade at 
$320 levels from 325.80 on Tuesday, while 
silver prices also wavered at just over the 
$7.0 mark.

In the exchanges, the German mark fell 
to 2.4250 levels before some moderate 
profit-taking pushed the rale up to 2.41 10 
levels, but the Swiss franc was even more 
depressed at 1.9460 at one stage compared 
to 1 .9300 on Tuesday. The V: percent cut in 
Swiss interest rates continued to aftect the 
Swiss currency. The French franc was more 
volatile at 6.2650 to 6.2480 levels while the 
British (lound fell to its lowest level yet to 
trade at 1.7780 compared with Tuesday's 
1.7820 levels. It was the yen that was under 
intense . pressure and seemingly 
headed toward the 250.00 levels before the 
determined Central Bank of Japan support 
helped to temporarily stabilize the rate at 
247.00 levek. 

In the local exchanges, spot riyal/dollar 
rates o^peoed at 3.4195-05 but some sharp 
interbank trading activity pushed the rate 
back up to 3.4205-15 level by raid-day.

Congress raps aid to Egypt

WASHINGTON, March 31 — Rscal year 
1983 budget proposals for economic aid to 
Eg'pt met with a barrage of criticism on 
Capitol Hill Tuesday. Members of the House 
of Foreign Affairs Subcommittee on the 
Middle East subjected the director of the 
Agency for International Development's 
(AID) Near East Bureau to a grueling two 
hour session of questions and answers on 
past, present and fuiture aid to Egypt. 

Antoinette Ford, assistant administrator, 
AID. struggled mightily to defend the $750 
million requested in Economic Support 
Funds (ESP) for the coming year. In addition. 
S27I miTfion will be requested under the 
Food for Peace program, PL 480. 

In making the financial requests. AID has 
proposed that two-thirds of the ESP be made 
available as grants and the remaining third be 
provided as a loan, payable over a forty year 
period at highly conA^oha'ry raids. 

“The rising frustration of members of 
Congress with this prograni should be obvi- 
ous to you.” Chairman Lee Hamilton. 
Democrat from Indiana, told the AID 
administrator at the end of the session. ”We 
have heard the type of answers you were 
giving us this afternoon for the past five to ten 
years,” Hamillon explained in a partial apol- 
ogy for the severe questioning to which the 
State Department witnesses were subjected. 

Hamilton characterized U.S.-funded pro- 
jects in Egypt as "the most important and 
enormous aid program in the world, and also 
the most visible. It is going to be increasingly 
difficult to get congressional approval for 
foreign aid projects which may not work 
while domestic spending for soda! services is 
being severely cut back.” All of the subcom- 


mittee members present heartily agreed w ith 
Hamilton in this assessment. 

Slow progress on a large number of pro- 
jects. funds appropriated but not spent as 
designated. Egyptian subsidies on gasoline, 
food and other items and the number of 
American personnel in Egypt were especially 
criticized. 

According to Hamilton, 34 percent of 
Egypt's budget is spent on subsidiesof wheat, 
rice, cooking oil and gas. While Morris 
Draper, deputy assistant secretary of state for 
near eastern affairs, disagreed with the per- 
centage, he did acknowledge that the prob- 
lem of food subsidies was “politically rensi- 
live" for President Hosni Mubarak. “We are 
encouraging him to tackle the energy subsidy 
before food.” Draper said. 

Italy misses goal, 
minister admits 

ROME. 'March >3 1 • ( R) •— Italian Bud^ 
Minister Giorgio La Malfa said the governr. 
ment failed to achieve its mmn economic 
goals last year. 

He called for renewed efforts to put into 
practice the three-year development strategy 
drawn up his ministiy in 1980. but so far 
largely neglected. 

Capita] investment programs included in 
the three year plan could, if immediately acti- 
vated, add about three percent to Italian 
gross domestic product growth this year 
without adding to inflation, be told a press 
conference. 

Presenting a budget ministry report on 
economic developments last year. La Malfa 
said the current account deficit of the public 
sector rose strongly in 1981, leaving no room 
for planned capital investment^

Wimbledon maintains trend 


LONDON, March 31. (R) — Officials of 
the Wimbledon Tennis Championships 
Wednesday announced a near-tfoublii^ of 
prize money for this year’s event and bl- 
eated there was a chance that five-time 
champion Bjorn Borg of Sweden would not 
have to qualify. 

The championship committee said overall 
prize money was being increased to 503*366 
sterling ($1*056*120) from last year's 
322,136 sterling ($573,400). The figures 
indude the tournament’s Grand Frix tenus 
pool contribution. American John McEnroe, 
who won $38,450 for his triumph in the 
men's singles last year, will cam 41*667 sterl- 
ing ($74,167) if he takes the title again this 
time. 

In the women’s singles, won last year by 
Chris Evert Lloyd, the reward increases to 
37,500 sterling ($66,750) from last year's 
19*440 sterling ($37,791). Last year* how- 
ever* the players bad the advantage of a 
higher doDrn conversion rate ■— 2.40 com- 
pared to the present 1 .78 — and AH-Eng^d 
chairman Sir Brian Burnett gave this as one 
of the reasons for the increase.

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U.S. sees 
stalemate 
in arms 
cut talks 

WASHINGTON, March 31 (AP) — Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan conCerred Wednesday 
with his top nuclear weapons negotiators, 
who then said that talks with the Soviet 
Union on arms reductions have made no 
progress on major issues. 

The president spent about 30 minutes with 
Paul Nitze, the U.S. representative at talks 
with the Soviet Union in Geneva, and with 
Eugene Rostow, director of the Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency. 

Rostow said that Soviet President Leonid 
X. Brezhnev has taken *'a very hard line, Fm 
sorry to say, and so far it has not been a very 
serious ne^tiation.’* Rostow said that 
Brezhnev’s proposal to freeze nuclear 
weapons in Europe on both sides is ** designed 
to drive us out of Europe and weaken U.S. 
commitment to the defense of Europe.” 
Nitze said that this would leave 300 Soviet 
.SS-20 missilesdeployed in Soviet Europe and 
Siberia before the United Statescould deplc^ 
jin Western Europe the Pershing II missiles 
intended to counter tire Soviet force. 

The negotiator said that while there was 
progress achieved in secondary issues that he 
did not discuss, '''' we can't say we've made any 
progress” on the major issues in the Geneva 
meetings. The ne^itiations have been reces- 
sed for several weeks and are scheduled to 
resume in May. 

Brezhnev Hs 
hospitalized^ 

MOSCOW, March 31 (R) — Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev was receiving 
hospital treatment for an undisclosed ail- ' 
meat, reliable sources said Wednesday. 
The 75-year-old Soviet leader was said to 
have been admitted to a special hospital 
near the Kremlin, which treats members 
of the Soviet Leaders, after returning to 
.Moscow last week in poor health from a 
provincial trip. 

IThe sources said details of President 
Brezhnev'scondition were scant. But they 
'added he felt much better Wednesday 
than he did Tuesday. Official Soviet 
sources in line with practice ia the past 
refused to discuss the question of Presi- 
dent Brezhnev's health and it seemed 
unlikely there would be any official 
announcement.

Israeli Embassy 
in Paris attacked 

PARIS. March 31 (R) Masked men 
Wednesday attacked an Israeli Embassy 
building with machine-gun fire on Wednes- 
day in Central Paris. Police said no one was 
injured in the midday attack on the Israeli 
purchasing mission headed by Brig. Gen. 
Amir Rcuvcini, which concentrates on milit- 
ary equipment. 

They said three men sprayed the front oC 
the embassy annex with machine-gun fire and 
then escape in a car. A French paramtlitaiy 
policeman guaidingthe entrance threw him- 
self on the ground to escape the shots. 

Police set up roadblocks in the area north 
of the Paris Opera House, but tiiey said there 
were no dues to the attackers’ identities and 
no one had been arrested.

Middle East a campaign issue 

U .S . presidential hopefuls speak out

WASHp^GTON, March 3 1 — In addition 
to the spring buds now emerging, there are a 
Stowing number of presidential hopefuls in: 
Washington. Althou^ there have been no 
formal announcements, the aspirants are 
surprising no one by “testing the water^' for 
the next U.S. presidential election, now two 
years away. 

While the Democratic “candidate^' are 
probably the most numerous and open in 
their activities, a few Republicans are prepar- 
ing themselves for the eventuality that 
Ronald Reagan may not seek a second term. 

As each would-be candidate seeks nation- 
wide exposure, a pattern of travel, speaking 
engagements and topics addressed seems to 
develop with some uniformity. Aspirants 
become increasingly vocal on both domestic 
and interaational issues. Commentary on the 
Middle East, induding endoisemeuts of dose 
U.S.-Isiaeli relations — made even in dis- 
tricts which do not contain heavy concentra- 
tions of Jewish voters — seems to be a neces- 
sary part of developing a national campaign. 

In^d, in the last several weeks, Democ- 
ratic hopefuls expressed their views on 
developments in the Middle East and on cur- 
rent ai^inistration potides in the region. 
Former Vice President Walter Mondale, 
thought to be the front-runner for the Demo- 
crats and well-knowu for lus staunch support 
of Israel, told the National Press Qub in 
Washington that any proposal to sell arms to 


Jordan would dangerously escalate the arms 
race in the region.” He exhorted the presi- 
dent to renew the Camp David process as the 
only hopeful avenue to estab lishing a peace- 
ful settlement in the NGddle East 

Gary Hart, Democratic stator from Col- 
orado, has been incieasiDgly active in speak- 
ing engagements and in a^ressing a wide 
variety of topics. Last mbntii he led a group of 
senators in opposing any new arms sales to 
Jordan. At tlw end of the year. Hart, along 
with Sen. Edward Kennedy. Denoocrat from 
Massachusetts, proposed a resolution caDzng 
for a U.S boycott of Libyan oil. A resolution, 
based on the Hart-Kennedy proposal, passed 
the Senate last month by a vote of 94-0. 

Kennedy, also known for his public sup- 
port of Israel, is preoccupied with his own 
campaign for re-election. While most are 
predictiog a safe victory for Kennedy, a large 
majority would create a better poation for 
the '84 presidential run, should he decide to 
try for it. 

Other Democratic hopefuls indude Sen. 
Alan Cranston, Democrat of California, Sen. 
John Glenn, Democrat of Ohio, and former 
Florida Governor Reubin Askew. All three 
of these men have completed preliminary 
“swings” through various parts of the United 
States, their receptions and potential 

finandal support with careful scrutiny. 

Potential Republican candidates are in a 
more delicate position regarding open state- 
ments abou( their presidential aspirations. 
The most common procedure is to a^it their 


interest in the job but to refuse to fix a timet- 
able for their intentions. 

George Bush, current rice presided, and 
Howard Baker, senate majority leader, have 
both made the attempt before and are consi- 
dered prime candidates if Re^an deddes not 
to run again m 1984. There has been consid- 
erable qieoilation that Reagan will not tiy 
for a second term, espedaUy after the assassi- 
nation attempt of last Mardi — an ordeal 
which has a very sobering effect on both 
Reagan and his wife. ' 

Reagan dedtnes to run and bis programs 
are going well, Geoige Bush will have the 
advantage. If Reagan's polides are continu- 
ally opposed, then Sen. Baker could efiec- 
tively weld tiie oppositxoa into support for his 
campaign. 

Otter Republicans who have been men- 
tioned as possible candidates are Sen. Paul 
Laxalt, R^mblican from Nevada, and Rep- 
resentative Jack Kemp, Republican from 
New Yoik. It is thought that Laxalt would 
have the support of the conservative wing of 
the Republican Party, increasin^y restive 
with some of Reagan’s appointments and 
shifts away from the hard Ifoe of campaign 
days. On the other hand. Jack Kemp would 
probably draw from the moderate to liberal 
wing of tbe party. Kemp has been an out- 
spoken critic on the bu^et and otter fiscal ' 
matteis< 

Both- national political parties — Republi- 
can and Democrat — are also gearing them- 
selves up for the '84 race in terms of Canoes 
wd organization. 


Spanish group claims attack on French train 


SAN SEBASTIAN,.Spain 31 (R) — A 
Spanish ultra-rightist group opposed to the 
Basque separatists said Wednes^y it planted 
the bomb which kiDed five persons on the 
Paris-Toulouse Express in France this week. 

Separati^ guerrillas meanwhile claimed 
two more victims, one of them a San Sebas- 
tian surgeon who was shot through the head 
Tuesday night. Tbe other, a police body 
guard, died in hospital Wednesday from 
injuries received last week. Eleven persons 
have died in political violence in the Basque 
country this year, seven of them killed in the 
past two weeks by the separatist organization 
ETA (Basque homeland and freedom) or a 
connected group. 

An anonymous telephone caller told the 
Bilbao newspaper Dcm that the ultra-ri^tist 
Spanish Basque Battalion staged last Mon- 
day's bomb attack on the French train near 

France adopts 
new radio, TV bill 

PARIS, March 31 (AFP) — Tbe French 
government Wednesday adopted a bill to 
reorganize the state television and radio, a 
hi^y controversial subject in a country 
where relations between ^vernment and the 
press are always difficult The bill was pre- 
sented to the cabinet by Communications 
Minister Georges I^oud and will go before 
parliament in mid-Apiil. 

The heart of the Ml is tbe creation of a 
nine-member “higher auttority” with wide- 
ranging powers. The authority choose tbe 
top officials of radio and televirion, who to 
date have been picked by the government. 

At present the three French TV channels 
are state-run as are five radio stations, com- 
pared with three mam commercial radio net- 
works. Since last year, however, many radio 
stations have spung up in France, ^ioud 
insists that the authority is not a state oi^an 
and will therefore guarantee that radio and 
television are independent of the govern- 
ment. 

Three of the nine members wiU be chosen 
by the president of the republic, three by the 
president of the National Assembly (at pres- 
ent a Socialist) and three by the president of 
the Senate (at present a member of the 
opposition.)

magistrate as he was compelled to by law. It 
was not known whether guerrilla, appar- 
ently wounded in the Sestao atta^, was 
detained. 

Id Paris, GanUist Party leader and foriner 
Premier Jacques Chirac said he bad planned 
to travel on Monday in the carriage of the 
Paris-Toulouse Express which was destroyed 
by a bomb. But Chirac, who is also mayor of 
F^ris, stated that he did not take tbe train 
because a friend flew him down to his consti- 
tuency in his private plane.

2 Argentine demonstrators killed 


BUENOS AIRES, March 31 (AEP) — 
Two persons were reported to have died and 
dozens were injured Tuesday night after 
police charged into a demonstration called by 
the Argentine CGT Labor Union, the largest 
such T^y since tbe mOitaiy government took 
power in 1976. 

About 2,000 persons were arrested in the 
protest, held against tbe regime's economic 
policies. It gathered 10,000 persons, accord- 
ing to unof&ial Aigejatioe sources, and took 
place a few hundred meters from the faeavfly 
guarded Plaza de Mayo (May Square), where 
Azgentine government offices are located. 

Among those held were most of the COT 
members, reliable union sources said. Adolfo 
Perez Esquivel, who won the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1980, was detained, as were several 
other leaders of human right groups and a 
number of journalists. Most . were later 
released. 

Three “Mothers of May Square” were also 
arrested. The Mothers of May Square is tbe 
name given to an organization of parents of 
missing Argentines who are thought to be. 


detained by the military government. 
Demonstrations were also broken up and 
hundreds of paitidpants arrested in other 
Aigentme dties, su^ as Rosario, Cordoba 
and Mendoza, where there were reports of 
injuries caused by gunfire. 

CGT called the demonstration there for 
“bread, work and peace,” and to protest the 
governmenf s economic faHoies. Argentina 
has been hit Ity increasing uneiiq)loyment and 
one of tbe world's _ highest 
inflation rates. On Monday, the 
government-controlled television broadcast 
films of past riots and violence, while com- 
mentators exhorted would-be demonstrators 
io “think twice” about attending tbe rally.

Napoleon Dnarte, according to the latest 
offidal molts. 

At 0500 GMT .Wednesday, the electoral 
council announced tiiat with 95 percent of. 
votes in Sunday’s elections counted, the coal- 
ition grouping tber Republican Nation^ist 
Allianoe, the Democratic Action Paityr^ 
National - Conciliation Party, tbe Popular 
Orientation Party and the ^vadoran Peo- 
ple’sPaity had won 60 percent of tlte ballot. 

Hie Christian Democrats remain the single 
most powetfol party, with 40 percent of voter 
sui^rt, but lose office under electoral 
arrangements. However they were expected 
to join in the assembly with the most likely 
composition of the assembly seen as the fol- 
lowing: 

Republican Nationalist Alliance — .19 
seats, Democratic Action — 2 seats. National 
CoD^ation Party — 14 seats, Christian 
Democrafs — : 24.seats, People's Party — 1 
seat . and Popular Orientation Party no s^t. 

The predomiDant-partner in the coalition 
was the National Republican AlHance 
(Arena) led Ity Maj. Roberto D’Aubuisson.
